RATHER FRANK CRITICISM 
OF SPECTACULAR RULER 


The Writer Notes His Good Points and 
Credits Wilhelm With Versatility, 
but Finds His Knowledge 
Wholly Superficial. 


LONDON, Feb. 2#4.—A recent editorial in 
the Spectator on the individuality of the 
German Emperor has been considerably 
commented upon by Americans and others 
who have read it. The article takes as the 
basis for its sketch of the Emperor a state- 


ment in one of the speeches of Count von 
Bueiow in which the German chancellor 
said the * tea ture of the Emperor's 
character “his treedom from ail preju- 
dice.

“The Kaiser, we take it, is not a man of 
any exceptional inteiiectual gifts. He is, of 
course, by no means devoid of brain power; 
but the type to which he belongs is that of 
the versaule and quick witted than that 
of the clear and protound intelligences, He 
is a clever man, no doubt, and possesses 
immense mental energy; but his mind is 
apt to move along the surface of things 
and to find pleasure in detail rather than in 
essentials. is is not the mind waich takes 
@ firm grasp of one or two 8 principles 
and follows them to the end. His mind is 
packed with samples of almost everything 
that is to be known, but his store is soon 
exhausted. 

“In fact, the emperor is intellectually like 
a successful newspaper. He can always 
surprise the world by being able to pro- 
duce a fairly sensible opinion upon almost 
uny conceivable subject, and, what is more, 
can always show a considerable amount of 
expert knowledge thereon. Again, like the 
ideal journalist, he is without prejudices. 
New things and new ideas do not frighten 
him, or annoy him, or even perplex him, 
but attract him. His mind is adaptable to 
the last degree, and there is nothing ap- 
proaching at petrification of the spirit 
which too often clings to the men of the 
older civilizations. 

“But though his versatile, eager, active, 
stimulating spirit, has many good sides, it 
is often joined with a want of judgment 
both as regards men ings. The 
slow men do not always judge rightly, or 
the quick men always wrongly; but with 
exceptional quickness and versatiiity too 
often goes a want of appreciation of the 
essential conditions of a problem. The 
mind is too full of ideas or too easily 
moved by the rapidly shifting pageant of 
events, is too much in a ferment of eager 
interest, to receive those deeper impres- 
gions on which the mind acts or by which 
it is restrained instinctively. This seems 
to be exactly the case with the German 
Emperor. 

* is one of the quick men who 
have but little real strength of judg- 
ment. Take as an example the telegram 
to President Kruger. The Emperor prides 
himself on his nowledge of England 
and Englishmen, and on the sympathy of 
comprehension which he posseses in 
regard to us as a people; and a casual 
observer might say that by his visits 
here and his study of England he had 
learned all that was to be known abcut 
— 2 But in truth the impression 
made has been only passing and super- 
ficial. Had it been deeper it would have 
taught him what he only realized too 
late that the telegram would be resented 
with the whole force of the Englisn char- 
acter, and by those who disapproved of 
the raid quite as much as by those who 
were inclined to condone it. The Kaiser 
had completely misjudged us. It is the 
same in regard to America.”

SAYS PAMILY RESTRAINS 
HIM FROM SEEING HER 


Young Man Was Arrested 
on Day Following Marriage 
and Wife’s Efforts to Re- 
gain Him Have Been 
Fruitless, 


To regain possession of her husband, 
who, she declares, is being unlawfully with- 
held from her, Mrs. Jessie Lame Bornges- 
ser, bride of Harry M. Borngesser, Tues- 
day instituted habeas corpus proceedings 
in the St. Louis Circuit Court, through her 
attorney, Louis A. Steber.

There was no 
complaint or warrant of law issued against 
him, the petitioner alleges. 

Judge McDonald issued a temporary writ 
of habeas corpus, directing Mr. and Mrs. 
Borngesser to produce the son in court 
Wednesday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 


“It’s the only way,” said Attornev 
Steber, ‘‘that my client can get to see her 
husband, since he was so cruelly torn from 
her the day after their marriage.

“Bince the marriage last Wednesday, she 
las made a number of attempts to see him 
and learn from his own lips whether he in- 
tends to give her up, simpiy because her 
parents are opposed to her. 

“The young man will have a chance to 
tell her in court whether he is doing it of 
his own free will or under coercion.”’ 

Harry M. Borngeser, 19 years old, is the 
son of the manager of the Hall Chemi- 
cal company at 1421 Olive strSet. For the 
past six months Miss Jessie Lame was 
one of the clerical employes of the firm. 

During business hours they became ac- 


quainted and grew to love each other. The 
attachment became known to Borngesser's 
father, who ordered his son to give up his 
sweetheart. 

The son refused to accede to his father’s 
wishes and was driven from home. He also 
lost his sition. 

Last ednesday, Borngesser am Miss 
Lame secured a marriage license and were 
married by Justice Cronin. They returned 
to 1517 Washington avenue, where the bride 
lived with her mother, Mrs. Lydia Lame.
